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SENATOR NEWBERRY 
RESIGNS ON EVE OF 




Whose Term Hm 
Baca a Stormy One Beslgns Be 
of Defeat of Hit 
Colleague. 



Detroit, Mich., Nov. 19. — Senator 
Truman Handy Newberry, Republican, 
resigned his Boat In the United States 
Senate today. Ills resignation was ac- 
cepted by Uovernor Alox J. G roes beck, 
who announced he had not dosMed on 
a successor. 

Mr Newberry's resignation ended » 
stormy career fraught with court 
actions, recounts, mov/is by tho Souuto 
to unseat him, and finally by tho do- 
feat of his colleaguo from Michigan. 
Senator Charles E Townsend, llepub- 
llcan who attributed his own defeat 
to his defense of Newberry. 

Mr. Newberry also said he was 
prompted to resign by tho rebuke 
liven to Senators who voted to seat 
him. at the last election, and the fact 
that in the naw flennte a move to expel 
undoubtedly would pass 

The statement to tho Governor lays 
his decision to resign to the action of 
the TOters on Senator Townrtnd s can- 
didacy- He resigned on the eve of the 
special session of Congress artcr re- 
peatedly stating for the l?st week that 
he was "willing to art on the advice of 
those who had handled his candidacy." 

Nr. Newberry was elected Senator in 
1918, defeating Henry Ford, running 
on tho Democratic ticket, by 7,000 
votes, In a bitterly contested struggle. 
He also was returned victor In a re- 
count soon after the election. 

Then Mr. Newberry and more than 
100 of the worker* who managed his 
campaign were Indicted under the 
United Slates corrupt practices act. 
and Newberry, along with scores of 
others, was convicted and sentenced 
to Leavenworth prison for two years, 
and fined heavily. 

On appeal this conviction was set 
aalde by the United States Supreme 
Court, on the ground that the law wa* 
unconstitutional, and Mr. Newberry, 
who had not given up his seat during 
the trial, was prossed by members of 
the Senate to reMgn.

Poter, Louisville, and Alex G. Barrett. 
Louisville, firm in Uielr stand for 
Paintsvllle. This Is tho way the vote 
stood when the commission adjourned 
in a deadlock early in September.

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Washington. - "No permanent so- 
lutlon for European problems can 
come through outside suggestion," de- 
clare* the Republican Publicity Asso- 
ciation. "It is futile for the United 
Staates to attempt remedies, either 
acting independently or through the 
league of nations, as the internaUon- 
alisls advocate. The Old World trou- 
bles are too deep scmed and have con- 
tinued for too long a time to be so 
easily disposed of. Moreover, interfer- 
ence in such matters is not sought 
and would not be accepted. The as- 
sistance sought from America has 
never been of that kind. Financial aid 
in one form or another Is what foreign 
nations would like to get from tho 
I'nited States, while they continue to 
nurse animosities that frequently- 
burst into wars and are responsible 
for present conditions abroad. 

"Secretary Hughes presented the 
matter very clearly when he said in 
his Boston speech 'the fundamental 
and pressing problems of Europe are 
political problems involving national 
hopes and fears; deep seated convic- 
tions as to national safety and oppor- 
tunity; national ambitions, in some 
cases long cherished, in others re- 
cently awakened; established policies 
which have become postulates in the 
thought of the peoples. Each nation is 
its own judge in such matter! of pol- 
icy, and, whether acting in or out of 
groups, will follow its own Interests 
save as some special exigency may 
control.' 

"Mr. Hughes might woll have added 
national honor as being involved in 
the problems of Eurepe. Tht would 
have completed the description of the 
political atmosphere into which our 
internationalist friends seek to project 
the United States. 

"We have been told that the league 
of nations would become a vital force 
the moment this country should be- 
come a member. Does anybody imag- 
ine this country should become a mem- 
ber. Does anybody imagine t hut Amer- 
ican recommendations affecting the 
national honor, safety, and ambitions 
of European nations would be received 
any more kindly if offered through the 
leageu than if delivered independent- 
ly- In neither case would such action 
by the United States have any ether 
effect than to inflame tho jealousies of 
this country that already rankle in 
foreign breasts. The administration 
policy of non-interference In those 
alien problems is everlastingly sound"
